NOTES ON PECANS 


Something like a pound of pe- 
ans for each person in this coun- 
ry were produced in the United 
plates this year, 
according 
to 


arly November estimates of agri- 
ultural economists. 
The flavorful pecan is a strictly 


vmerican product, native to North 
America from the lower Mississippi 
Bailey to Texas and Mexico. Even 
Jie name is American. The chief 
production area of the pecan is 
n the South . . . and • for this 
•car's crop, Georgia alone is cred- 


ited with an estimated 37 million \ 
pounds of pecans. 


,Use nuts in your everyday bak- 


ed foods and confections, in poul- 
try stuffings, and in' many other 
dishes. Nuts also have a place in 
holiday cakes and cookies you've 
already started to make. 


Ifvycm buy pecans in the shell, 


one pound will give you almost 
one and a half cups of kernels. In 
baked ^mixtures, pecans like other 
nuts tend to absorb moisture and 
make the finished product drier. 
When using a large proportion of 
the nuts, it's a good idea to put 
the nuts first in boiling water for 
a few minutes. Then-dram and add 


them to the mixture in the usual 
way.

For something special, try pecan 


pie. Here's a recipe. . . . Put one 
cup of whole pecans in the bottom 
of an unbaked pastry shell in a 
nine inch pie pan. Beat three eggs

Best Way to See Europe Is - 
To Motor Through Rural Areas

TV/TADRID—(NEA)—The best way to see Europe today la to get 


an automobile and tour the sticks. Hanging around the capital 


•and the big cities gives a completely warped impression of hie in thi 
various countries. 


So, after a month's official Department of Defense-arranged toiu 


of a dozen western European metropolitan centers to observe recovers 
and rearmament "progress, this reporter'and wife decided to try ou 
rural reconnaissance by car. 


Thanks to arrangements now perfected by the international trave 


department of American Automobile Association, French. Saltish anc 
American cars can be rented m the principal capitals, and it isn'i 
necessary to buy a car in Europe, or take your own automobile abroad 
though a lot of people still prefer that method. 


The company which rented the car gave an allowance for oil anc 


paid all repair bills, including a couple of new fan belts and a batterj 
which went dead in the dark of the night on one of the loneliest road: 
in Spain. 


Ford and Chevrolet, as welt as the French cars, have good servici 


stations in the major towns in Europe. Mechanics are well trainee 
and they have good supplies- of parts. Service on the bigger or lea 
known cars might be difficult outside the biggest cities. 
Q.ASOLIftE is expensive. It's equivalent to 70 cents a gallon li 


France, where sale is unlimited. In Spain it's 44 cents a galloc 


but strictly rationed and you buy your coupons from the Bank ol 
Spain, paying in dollars only. There Is no limit on the amount ol 
gasoline tourists may buy, but since Spain must import all her gasoline 
from the dollar areas, foreign users must pay for what they burn in 
dollars. 


The French Ford, which is between the British and American 


models in size, gave 20 miles to the gallon. Total gas expenditures 
were $87. So the total automobile costs of the trip were around S520 
for the month, or an average of a little over 14 cents a mile. 


French roads are excellent and Spanish roads are in general terrible, 


though far better north of Madrid than south or east. A third-class 
road in France is the equivalent of a first-class road in Spain with 
but few eruptions. 


What you lose on bad roads, you make up for on other almost 


forgotten joys of motoring in the United States. The mate advantage 
is that the roads aren't crowded with other passenger cars. 


» 


HTHERE is something about the Spanish truck driver which makes 


him go down the middle of the road and he is awfully difficult to 


pass. He seldom has a rear vision mirror—seldom has tail or stop 
lights, either—and he owns the road. 


He gets this naturally from the donkey cart drivers from whom 


he is descended, for they go down the middle of the road. too. 


French roads are excellently marked; Spanish roads, in the little 


towns, are often not marked at all. It helps if you speak the language 
for you have to stop and ask your way often. 
' 


But all over Spain the people are the most polite and obliging on 


earth. They'll even run ahead of your car for blocks directing you 


Since the Spanish government controls the sale of gasoline, there 


are pumps only in the towns and cities. Many villages have only 
one pump. And the pump operator has to be found, particularly at' 
siesta time. One pump was empty and-we had to drive 50 kilometers 
to the next town.

Point of View 


Hospitals are 
never money-, 


myjttng institutions, and the great j 
majority find it difficult to stay out' 
of the red. Anyone who has just 
paid a hospital bill may • doubt 
'this statement; nevertheless it is a 
well-established fact. 


Most organizations of this type 


like the Warren General Hospital, 
are on a non-profit basis and have 
no owners in the sense that this 
word is used by private enterprise. 
They are usually managed through 
a trusteeship and are built to af- 
ford services that are vital to the 
public welfare. Many receive their 
initial capital as a gift, and dona- 
tions are required annually to make 
up the deficit. 


Every patient, therefore, has the 


original philanthropist to thank 
for absorbing parts of his expense. 
In any other business venture, the 
sale of the commodity takes into 
account the cost of the capital em- 
ployed, but in hospitals, the money 
paid by the guest goes for current 
expenses. 


Hospital care is expensive and 


it is easy to understand why the 
undertaking is seldom lucrative. 
But few of us take into consider- 
ation what the same service would 
cost if duplicated by a well-run 
notel. Three meals are served- in 
the room each day, with supple- 
mentary beverages in between. 
Trained nurses, present. on each 
floor can be summoned by pressing 
a button. 


In addition to attending to the 


needs of the ill, administering 
medicine, bathing, making beds 
and giving back-rubs—hours are 
spent by each shift in keeping rec- 
ords of each patient. Furthermore 
supervisors and superintendents of 
nurses are on the payroll. To give 
more eflicient service, large labor- 
atories are essential for X-rays 
and studies 
of the 
blood and 


tissues. 


As with 
any 
other building, 


overhead costs are tremendous. As 
a rule, beds are provided for in- 
digents from •which no income is 
received. Moreover many, run an 
out-patient department to handle 
emergencies. When everything is 
added up, statistics show that 
Hospitals have more workers than 
patients, and institutions' of any 
size generally run up to one and 
one-half employees for each-bed. 


All of the services mentioned, 


services vital to the public wel- 
fare are offered by the Warren 
General Hospital. Now, in addition, 
modernization is in "progress and 
a campaign for essential building 
funds -will soon be under way. 
It's up to everyone to help toward 
reaching the $450,000 goal.

to allow East to ruff out dummy's 
ten.

East put up the king of dia- 


monds, hopefully, but South ruffed. 
Declarer then entered dummy with 
the queen of hearts to discard a 
club on the jack of diamonds. At 
this point the contract was assur- 
ed, since South had lost only one 
trick and was sure of losing no 
more than two club tricks. 


South'i play of the hand was 


not only an example of keeping 
the dangerous

Row do you (o about the Job of 


buying teed? When you wish to bur 
a plow er a gasoline engine—or 
seeds—or any other important item 
you use on the farm, you ordinarily 
consult one or more dealers to see 
what is available and get advice on 
the desirability of purchase, and 
the make, brand, or kind that would 
serve your purpose best. 


"With seeds, you have several use- 


ful sources of information besides 
your local seed dealer, such as your 
county agent, teacher in your agri- 
cultural high school, the State agri- 
cultural experiment station, or per- 
haps your banker, who usually 
keeps well informed on agricultural 
topics and your affairs (whether 
you know it or not) since he han- 
dles your loans and keeps track of 
your finances. But your need for 
seeds is often so urgent there is no 
time to consult these other agencies 
—and the local seed dealer is right 
there to advise you. _. 


The dealer will give,you some ad- 
vice from his own experience or 
that «f his many customers who 
have reported their experiences to 
him. as to the best kinds and varie- 
ties, rates and methods of sowing 
and the most effective fertilizers 
and moculants to use. He will also 
refer to his file of farm books and 
your State experiment station bul- 
letins that he keeps for reference to 
get the answer to your particular 
seed problem, whether you wish to 
know the kind of a cover crop to 
use or the preparation of a grass- 
legume mixture to use in a 5-year 
rotation. If he is not sufficiently fa- 
miliar with your problem to give 
all the information needed, he will 
take up the phone and call the coun- 
ty agent to get his advice in the 
matter. 


Ordinarily you will have some 
ideas of your own as to the kind 
and variety of seed you wish to pur- 
chase, in which case the questions 
bf source and quality of seed, the 
percentages of purity and germina- 
tion, weed seed content and other 
information on the seed tag will be 
up for your consideration, and on 
which you will make your decision 


regarding the purchase of a par- 
ticular item. 


You will in all cases make your 


own appraisal of the value and dis- 
interestedness of your sources of in- 
formation. The seed dealer is in- 
terested in selling seeds, but if he i 
is your local dealer, his interest is 
not only in making a sale and pleas- 
ing you at the time, but in having 
you as a friend and satisfied future 
customer not only for seeds but for 
whatever other kinds of merchan- 
dise he may handle. 


Bear in mind. too. that the seed 
dealer and the county agent are 
usually working together in an ef- 
fort to see that you and other farm- i 
ers of the community have seed of I 
the right kinds and the best quality 
for sowing. Each of them helps the 
other in giving him the results of 
farm experiences that are told him 
by his customers or his farmer cli- 
ents and information from pub- 
lished sources. Their combined 
judgment should be invaluable. 


As your crop develops in the 


field, keep the dealer who sold you 
the seed informed of its progress, 
and don't fail to tell him after har- 
\ est about the yields and quality of 
crop obtained so he can know how 
to advise the next customer \\ho 
confronts him with a similar prob- 
lem. This is a service you can per- 
form for both the dealer and his 
farmer customers. 


You as a farmer-producer are 


performing a real service in pro- 
ducing food for the nation's welfare, 
and your local dealer is performing 
a comparable service in distribu- 
tion and making available seed sup- 
plies when and where needed. If 
you have seed to sell he is in the 
market to buy them and if you need 
seed for sowing he either has them 
or will obtain them for you. 


Your regular seed dealer should 


be your consultant and adviser on 
all seed problems—not to the ex- 
clusion of jour county agent by any 
means—but together they will con- 
stitute a most valuable team for 
3 ou to work with. Their advice>and 
cervices are yours for the asking.
